About Sheep Feeding. 
Journal ot Agriculture.) 

Sheep want a steady diet. 
Changes of feed, especially of grain, 
do not agree with them. The best 
single grain is oats. It is always 
best to mix some oats with the 
corn, if the latter is to be fed. 
Clear wheat middlings is too loos- 
ening, and wheat bran is not strong 
enough. Twe parts bran, two of 
oats, and one of corn is about the 
best mixture, and once begun it 
should be kept up all Winter. 
Regularity of feeding, with a 
chance to drink any time are the 
natural preventives of disorders 
with sheep. They must also be 
kept out of storms or there will be 
trouble. They are dainty creatures 
and the feeding boxes should be 
set up so that they will not step 
into them, or there will be a fall- 
ing offin appetite. They will refuse 
musty oats unless very hungry. If 
over-fed once or twice they are 
liable to have scours and then they 
may not eat at all. In such cases 
I give laudanum and hot milk, and 
keep theirstrength by mixing eggs 
with milk and pouring it down 
taking care to let thesheep breathe 
after each swallow. I saved a reg- 


istered Merino which did not eat a 


mouthful for four days, and would 
have died but for two eggs and a 
pint of milk three times a day, and 
laudanum twice a day—a teaspoon- 
ful at a time with a gill of scalded 
milk. When there is a straining 
diarrhea a dose of epsom salts 
should be first administered to 
clear out the stomach. 

Sheep should be looked on as 
auxiliaries in keeping up the fer- 
tility ot the land, rather than a 
direct means of large profit. Their 
manure will last in the ground for 
years. What a rad cal and whole- 
some change it will be in American 
farming when sheep shall be kept 
for the good they do on the farm.

PRINCE BISMARCK. 


The Iron Chancellor Speaks on the 
Situation in Europe. 
Beruin, Feb. 6.—The announce- 
ment that Prince Bismarck would 
speak on the military bill drew a great 
throng of people to the Reichstag to- 
day, and long before the day’s busi- 
ness was begun the galleries were 
filled to repletion. Prince William, of 
Prussia, aud Prince Leopold, son of 
the late Prince Frederick Charles,occu- 
pied the court box, while the diplo- 
matic gallery was crowded with the 
different representatives and their 
families. Prince Bismarck was en- 
thusiastically greeted on his way to 
the Reichstag Palace by dense crowds, 


which lined the route along the Wil- 
helm Strasse to the palace. Prince Bis- 
marck entered the Reichstag at 2 min- 
utes after10. He was received with 
deafening cheers. 

The House proceeded with the first 
readings of the military loan bill, and 
Prince Bismarck arose to address the 
House. He said: I do not believe I 
can add avything to the true state ot 
the case regarding the bill. I do not 
address “yes ou tbat account. My ob- 
ject is to speak of the general starva- 
tion in Europe. I may confine my- 
self to referring to what I said on the 
same subject overa yearago. There 
has been very little change since then, 
when I feared war with France. Since 
then France has elected a peace-loviug 
President and a paciffe disposition 
has prevailed. The Russian newspa- 
pers I do not believe. I believe 
the Czar’s word absolately. Thesitu- 
ation on the whole is not different from 
that of 1879 I grant the concentration 
of Russian troops on the frontier may 
appear serious, but I perceive no cause 
or pretext fora Russian or European 
war. Russia bas no interest to con- 
quer Prussian ror Austrian provinces; 
indeed, I go so far in my contidence as 
to say that even.a war with France 
would not necessitate a war with 
Russia, although the latter eventually 
would involve the former. It is time 
that I cannot demand an explanation 
from the Russian Foreign Office re- 
garding the concentration of troops on 
the frontier, but having been well ac- 
quainted with Russia’s foreign policy 
for a generation, I may have my own 
opinion on the matter. I believe the 
Russian Cabinet intends to make 
Russia's voice heard at the next Euro- 
pean crisis and therefore wishes to 
push her military forces as far west- 
ward as possible. 


Senator Stanford Explains. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Senator Stan- 
ford, of California, has written the 
following letter to constituents who 
have asked his reasons for voting for 
the confirmation of Lamar as Justice 
of the United Siates Supreme Court: 


Your letter asking my reasons for 
voting for Lamar is received. I voted 
for him because I consider him one of 
the best man in the South; for he is, in 
my judgment, a broad, liberal-minded 
man, of a great deal of learning. He 
was a Professor of Law in a university 
in Mississippi, and I think he is a 
thoroughly converted Unionist, and I 
do not think it wise to reject any one 
on the ground that he was engaged in 
the late rebellion. I think that we 
want to be one people politically and 
socially. General Grant expressed the 
idea when he said: Let us have 
peace. 

Lamar’s loyalty and integrity to the 
Union was past upon most conclu- 
sively when both houses of Congress 

rovided for the succession tc the 

residency and made him an heir 
only a few removes from the Presi- 
dency. Iam relactant to find myself 
not in harmony with all the Republi- 
can Senators, but it was a case, so far 
as my action was concerned, entirely 
for my own judgment and conscience, 
and I votedaccordingly.

A Bright and Gossipy Account of 
the Situation—Mines aud Min- 
ing Matters—Etc. 


Regular Correspondence GaZ ANT TR. 
ELKO, Nev., Feb. 3, 1888. 
EpItoR GAZETTE: — Since my 
last letter the weather has been ex- 
ceedingly pleas int for the Winter 
season for this altitude and latitude 
and like the recent cold wave of 
January seems to haveextended all 
over the Pacific Coast. This result 
has had the happy effect of chang- 
ing gloomy and thoughtful looking 
faces to bright and cheerful oner. 
The snow on the south side of the 
low and rolling hills, and particu- 
larly where the wind has had full 
play, is fast disappearing, thereby 
affording bare places for stock to lie 
down and rest, as wellasto feed 
upon whatever scanty food that 
they may be able to glean from 
these barren spots. I learn that 
there are several localities where 
the ground is bare in many places, 
notably Dixie valley. If this pleas- 
ant weather continues for a week or 
ten days more, the major portion of 
the snow will have disappeared in 
many of the Winter ranges in this 
locality. As to the mortality 
among cattle there seems to be a 
great difference of opinion among 
cattlemen. Many decline to ex- 
press an opinion, believing it to be 
the better plan to wait until the 
first or middle of April before ex- 
pressing an opinion, as at that time 
an estimate can be based upon 
some tangible facts and that now 
it is all guess work, as no one can 
foretell what kind of weather that 
February and March may bring 
forth. On the other hand, I found 
some stockmen who think, not- 
withstanding the very pleasant 
Winter weather we are now enjoy- 
ing, that there is bound to be con- 
siderable Joss, no odds what the 
weather may be hereafter, for the 
reason that many of the poorer cat- 
tle that suffered from the January 
cold spell may live until even late 
Spring, but will die no matter how 
much care and feed you may ex- 
pend on them from the injurious 


Mr. James Adams, of Elko, who 
bas a bunch of stock on the main 
Humboldt, takes a more gloomy 
view of the eattie outlook for the 
coming Spriog and thinks the crop 
crop of caives will not be as good as 
usual, from the fact that the loss of 
cattle will be greater among young 
cows with their first calves, 

Hunter Brothers and Litton & 
Co., and in fact all of the stockmen 
whose ranges are situated between 
Palisade and the Wells, say the 

nt Winter thus far has been 
one of great severity, but they take 
a hopetul view of the outcome, 
Nearly all of the stockmen on the 
Humboldt are well fortified by 
having large stacks and ricks of 
hay; hence thé cheerful view taken 
by them. 

The present Winter experience 
will be a lesson to many of our 
stockmen and a new order of things 
will be inaugurated in the future. 
More hay to feed and eheds to 
shelter and protect cattle will be 
the shibboleth of the leading spirits 
who control this important interest 
of Eastern Nevada. 


MINES AND MINING. 


Day before yesterday I met Mr. 
R. Brown, who now bas temporary 
charge of the mines and smelting 
works belonging to the Star Min-, 
ing Company, which is situated in 
Union Mining District, about four 
miles east of Mineral Hill, Eureka 
county, and close to the line be- 
tween Eureka and Elko counties, 
who informed me that the com- 
pany anticipated the resumption of 
wor 7 early Spring. This die- 
trict, like many others in Eastern 
Nevada, was discovered and organ- 
ized some fourteen years ago by 
men who possessed energy, but 
lacked financial means, and noth- 
ing was done from year to year 
than the required annual assess- 
ment work. In performing this 
work from time to time some fine 
prospects, at least, so far as quan- 
tity was concerned, were discovered, 
and as usual a large number of 
ledges were located. But no well- 
directed effort had been made in 
opening out the mines in a system- 
atic manner until last year, when 
David Linsey, L. M. Porter and 
other parties, who had faith in the 
outcome of these mines, took hold 
in good earnest. The main and 
most important group of mives, 
now known as the Star Mining 
Company, are the Star, Belle and 
Martin ledges. Last July there 
was quite a little mining village, 
called Uuion, contaiving a popula- 
tion of from 200 to 225 persons. At 
this time the Star company had 
their mines opened out and a large 
amouut of ore on the several dumps 
ready for shipment to the furnace, 
which had just been finished. Tie 
company then commenced imme- 
diately to haul and smelt the ore 
on hand, together with what was 
being taken out, from which they 


Two Trains Telescoped at Gold 
Hun~—One Man Killed. 

Meagre news reaches us of a seri- 
ous railway smash-up that occurred 
last night at Gold Run, on the C. P. 
railroad, by which one man at least 
was killed outright, and five loco- 
motives wrecked in the frightful 
collision, which has probably re- 


sulted in the complete wreck of No. 
2 west bound overland and an east 
bound freight at a point near Gold 


un. . 

No particujars can be learned of 
the amount of damage, oc loss of life, 
further than the one death above 
referred to, and the following slight 
details. It seems that 0. 
2, the west bound overland, 
was telegraphed to pass a freight 
train that would be on the side 
track at Gold Run, and on reaching 
that point it passed a water train 
side tracked there which was mis- 
taken for the fieight train which 
was reported should be there at that 
time. Whether speed was slack- 
ened or not, is not known, but the 
overland sped on its way and in a 
narrow cut about two miles beyond 
Gold Run and upon rounding a 
sharp curve the overland crashed 
into the freight train that was ap- 

roaching at full speed. Five 
ovomotives were piled in a 
terrible “wreck in that nar- 
row cut, and the telescoped cars 
of both trains are supposed to be 
wedged together in utter and irre- 
claimable ruin in that narrow path 
of death. The one man reported 
killed was the fireman on one of 
the leading locumotives, who was 
on the pilot engaged in oiling up 
aud was caught and killed outright 
and without warning. 

No further particulars can be 
learned at the hour of going to 
press, but fears are entertained that 
the disaster has resulted ia much 
loss of lifeand of course destruction 
of railroad property. 

The overland train due here this 
morning at 6:15 A. M. has not yet 
arrived, and no time is yet set for 
its arrival, The latest news from 
Truckee is to the effect that the 
railroad officials at that point have 
not learned how soon the wreck 
at Gold. Run, can be cleared away, 
and this must be done first before 
trains can pass, for the deep cut 
where the wreck occurred is narrow, 
and there is no chance’ to build a 
track around it.

tle called the Landaise. These 
animals are peculiar to the depart- 
ment of Landes, where the grass is 
hard and scanty and where the 
agriculture is rude indeed. On 
many of the farms these cattle are 
fed by hand. There are openings 
with wickets in the wall of the 
house, which faces on the court 
where the cattle are kept. Mem- 
bers of the farmer’s household take 
their places by these openings and 
feed the cattle from within. They 
hand out mouthful after mouthful 
but so slowly that the animal puts 
its muzzle te the opening and has 
every straw carefully tucked in 
between its jaws. Hour after hour 
is consumed in this kind of feeding. 
Sometimes the cow tires before it 
is considered she has enough. In 
that case a piece of turnip or choice 
wisp of hay is offered. The poor 
brute raises her head to the open- 
ing only te be fooled and have 
tucked down Ler throat another 
bunch of cearse straw. It is said 
to be astonishing how little is re- 
quired to keep the Landaise thrifty 


feeding. 

The Landaise cows, as well as 
the oxen, are worked hard in the 
fields and on the roads. Some of 
these animals are highly prized for 
their speed, and the most exciting 
features of the programmes of the 
fairs in Landes are the bull races. 
The Consul who sent home a pic- 
ture of a Landaise racer said the 
agility was extraordinary. These 
animals take a trot without being 
blown. They often make long 
trips, covering forty-five and fifty 
miles in a day. At the games in 
Landes they are turned loose in a 
ring, and the athlete wins the 
plaudits of the spectators by teas- 
ing and dodging one of these bulle. 
The performer’s greatest feat is to 
advance with a cigarette in his 
mouth. The ball charges. with 
lowered horns. The athlete nicely 
calculates the distance, and just as 
the bull reaches him he places a 
foot between the horns and vaults 
over the bull’s back, being aided in 
the jump by the upward toss of 
the animal’s head.

The Texas Nomad. 

Since the raising of the New 
Mexico quarantine on November 
Ist, 1887, thousands of head of 
Texas cattle haye been driven into 
our sister Territory. The great 
majority of these cattle are owned 
by stockmen who possess neither 
water nor range rights in New 
Mexico, and they consequently be- 
come trespassers on located ranch- 
men. It bel ooves the stockmen of 
Arizona to look well to their own 
interests, and prepare to meet, in 
no uncertain manner, an invasion 
of Texas herds similar to that 
which is now inflicting New Mex- 
ico. Unless these nomads of the 
range country are given to under- 
stand that their reception here Wil 
not be a welcome one—that our 
stockmen will not tamely submit 
to the turning loose of more cat- 
tle on their already fully stocked 
ranges—many of these Texas herds 
will find their way into this Terri- 
tory. Thisis a matter which should 
be taken in hand by the local 
and general stock associations of 
Arizona, and at an early day, too,
